He then owtlined what are the most frequent security voici ti ss, 
pointing out that safes are left open most often hen ceople hurr, 
away at nicht, befere week-ends, and before holidays, IJ could no 
help but think that this would be handy information te kaow if i: are 
looking for an opnortimity te penetrate some of these safes.
